They have appealed to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission 
for relief. San Francisco has had 
no cause for complaint so long as 
the discriminations were against 
Nevada and in her favor, but has 
grown rich and seemed to enjoy it 
at the expense of the people in 
this State. The people of this 
State have borne the injustice done 
them for twenty years and have 
never complained. True, one 
would occasionally hear one mer- 
chant say to another that the 
treatment they were receiving 
was a burden and shame, but 
beyond a general growl among 
ourselves, nothing has ever been 
said. ‘The people have never goue 
to the trouble of asking the rail- 
road company for a fair deal. 
Their attention has never been 
called to the discrimination prac- 
ticed against this State, and for 
two decades we have borne our 
trouble without a murmur. We 
have not even asked the Southern 
Pacific Co. for relief. Our case has 
never been presented to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, the 
attention of our representatives in 
Congress has never been attracted 
to the injustice practiced against 
our people; in fact, nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing, has been done b¥ 
us te get relief. Who is to blame? 
How do we know but what the 
Southern Pacific Co. would give us 
a chance to live if we but asked for 
it in the ryght spirit, without call- 
ing upon the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission or anybody 
else?
